Whether we consider the tasteful adornments of the 
room which had becn improvised for the occasion, or the good 
order of the school, or the evidences of faithful study which 
were exhibited, or the excellent singing, or the large number 
of visitors present, all was worthy of praise. 
A very excellent private school is (at the writing of this) 
in session in this district, under the charge of another teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 8.

DISTRICT No. 11.

Experience 
will be useful to her, and we trust she will do well asa 
teacher. She evidently took great pains with the scholars. 
The irregularity of the scholars in their attendance at school 
was a great hindrance to success. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Map of New Hampshire, of which mention was made 
in the Report a year since, has been placed in each school- 
room in town, and has been used faithfully. It was a smali 
sum of money well laid out, and our scholars are already re- 
ceiging the benefit of it. | 

The Committee wishes t> take this opportunity to say a 
word to our teachers on the subject of school government. 


By patient study you possess yourself of the knowledge of 
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books which the law requires in a teacher. But the subject 
of school government is no less worthy of study. When you 
teach, always have within your reach some book on the man- 
agement of a school. Consult it on all difficult questions, or 
refresh your mind with its principles in the hour when your 
mind needs refreshment. One such book (a very excellent 
one) lies before me while I write. It is “Tun TeacnErR’s 
ASSISTANT,” by Charles Northend, A.M. I have no doubt 
there are others as good. very teacher, especially every 
young teacher, should have some book of the kind for con- 
stant reference. 

The subject of PUNISHMENT deserves much study. There 
should be less of it than there is: or, if not less, it should be 
administered in a different spirit. The teacher should never 
inflict punishment as though he enjoyed it. It should always 
be his “strange work,’ to which he seems to be forced by a 
necessity too great to be resisted. Rough and savage pun- 
ishments should not be used in the schoolroom. They may 
injure the body for life; or, if not, they will leave marks of 
permanent injury on the mind. ‘Gentleness of manners with 
firmness of mind,”’ says Chesterfield, ‘‘is a short, but full de- 
scription of human perfection on this side of religious and 
moral duties.” The possession of these in the school-room 
would be of inestimable value to the teacher. 


Your Committee has, every year, encouraged the practice 
of singing in the schools, and he thinks he has seen the bene- 
ficial effects of it. Every teacher should, if possible, sing a 
few minutes every day with his scholars. ‘Time would not be 
lost, but gained by it, and in many cases it would save ibe 
uge of the rod.
